A response to a 
request by the city for 
$150,000 in federal 
funds from the County 
of Orange may take 
place this week, Joyce 
Rosenthal, Placentia 
development services 
director, said last 
Thursday at the 
weekly city press 
conference. 

Rosenthal went to 
Santa Ana Wednesday 
to seek the funds under 
the direction of the city 
council. The council 
was told by John 
Duncan, president of 
the Santa Fe housing 
committee, that a 
request for street 
improvements would 
-not be sufficient. 

The money is in 
Housing and Com¬ 
munity Development 
Act funding which 
became surplus when 
the United States 
Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) i 
eliminated $393,000 
which had been 
allocated to Laguna 
Beach. 

Placentia had asked 
for the $150,000 for 
street improvements 
in the Santa Fe area so 
it could meet a 
deadline of the day 
after Christmas last 


year. 

Rosenthal appeared 
at last Tuesday’s 
council meeting 
seeking ratification of 
the proposal. However, 
Duncan said super¬ 
visors would bypass a 
request for public 
works funds and that 
the money would be 
used for housing 
rehabilitation. 

Council member 
Betty Mead indicated 
she was told by county 
officials that housing 
rehabilitation would be 
approved rather than 
public works as a use 
for the money. 

The council voted to 
send a representative 
to Santa Ana to see if 
the rehabilitation loan 
request was more 
appropriate than that 
for street im¬ 
provements. 

In other business, 
several items were 
continued to Jan. 20 
including the amend¬ 
ment on con- 
dominimum con¬ 
versions, change of the

Everyone seems to 
be forecasting another 
recession in the first 
quarter of 1981. But 
we’ve really got 
nothing to worry 
about. That’s right. As 
Pierre Renfret, then a 
leading economic 
prognosticator, put it 
as we slid into the 1969- 
70 recession, “There 
ain’t going to be no 
recession.” 

That’s the good 
news. And the bad 
news? We can’t have a 
new recession because 
the old one might not 
yet be over. 

According to the 
most widely used 
business cycle 
description, our 
economy moves 
sequentially through 
three phases—recess¬ 
ion, recovery and 
prosperity. After the 
peak of economic 
activity, we fall from 
prosperity. After the 
peak of economic 
activity, we fall from 
prosperity to 
recession, finally 
reaching a trough from 
whence we move 
upward. Recovery 
continues until we 
have reattained the 
production level of the 
previous peak. 

This point is crucial. 
Although each of the 
post World War II 
recoveries was a 
smooth upward 
movement, back in the 
early 1930’s there were 
several false 
recoveries, giving 
some credence to the 
popular slogan, 
“Prosperity is just 
d the corner.”

Most analysts have 
discerned a rise in 
production during the 
third and fourth 
quarters and assumed 
that the recession was 
over. Any sustained 
downturn during the 
new year would be a 
new recession. 


A look at the record, 
however, would show 
that this analysis is 
inconsistent. The 
Department of 
Commerce has just 
come out with new 
benchmark figures for 
real GNP (actual 
production) for the 
second and third 
quarters of 1980. There 
was a precipitous drop 
of 9.9 percent in the 
second quarter and a 
rise of 2.4 percent in 
the third. Preliminary 
figures for October and 
November indicate 
that the fourth quarter 
will also show a less 
than exuberant in¬ 
crease in real GNP. 

Where does all this 
leave us? Still in a 
recession, if we have a 
decline of more than, 
say, 5 percent in the 
first half of 1981. In 
other words, the ap¬ 
parent recovery in the 
second half of 1980 will 
prove to have been 
abortive, like those in 
the early 1930’s. Unless 
we reattain our 
January 1980 

production peak, we 
cannot go into a “new” 
recession. 

If there is indeed a 
decline in real GNP in 
early 1981, we will 
probably reach a lower 
level of production 
than the one reached 
late last summer. The 
new trough will then be 
considered the end of 
what may prove to be 
the longest recession 
since the great decline 
of 1929-33. 

Those who have 
forecast a new 
recession in 1981 will 
be wrong no matter 
what happens. They 
will be wrong if there is 
a downturn, and, of 
course, they’ll be 
wrong if there isn’t. 
About the only thing 
we can be sure of is 
that we’ve been down 
so long, we don’t know 
which way is up.

I am a senior at 
Valencia High School 
and a four-year 
member of the 
Placentia Chapter of 
Future Farmers of 
America (FFA). My 
projects, among other 
things, include raising, 
breeding and 
marketing sheep. 

Throughout my four- 
year agricultural 
career, I’ve been 
exposed to many 
hazards of agricultural 
life and mixing rural 
with urban living. But 
perhaps the most 
sickening to me of 
these hazards is the 
problem of roaming 
dogs and dog attacks 
on sheep. 

Now, in the past the 
FFA has been stopped 
by administration 
from releasing any 
information because of 
personal reasons. But I 
feel that it is high time 
that the public be set 
straight on this small 
but very persistent 
problem. 

My freshmen year I 
did not raise sheep but 
became aware of the 
problem when a 
friend’s lamb was 


chewed to bits by a 
pack of dogs. The 
lamb’s head was 
totally skinned, its 
brain was partially 
exposed; it lived for 
two days after that. 

My sophomore year 
another friend’s ewe 
(adult female sheep) 
was attacked by two 
dogs (which I caught). 
The ewe was more 
than three-quarters 
skinned, had a side 
torn open, and a bare 
bone on a front leg. 

Last spring another 
dog attack hit the 
farm. A ewe ready to 
lamb was running in 
the pasture when she 
was mangled by a pack 
of roaming dogs. They 
killed her and dragged 
her around the farm, 
then got serious. They 
chewed through her 
side into her intestines 
and the unborn lamb 
and left them strewn 
around her. 

Of course these

other us all, but 
because of various 
administrative probl¬ 
ems we have not been 
able to publicize it. But 
on Friday, January 9.

Reacting to 
yesterday’s decision 
by the House of 
Representatives to 
give Democrats 66% of 
the seats on the Ways 
and Means Committee 
even though they 
constitute only 56% of 
the entire House, Rep. 
Bill Dannemeyer (R- 
39th) accused the 
House leadership of 
laying the groundwork 
for legislature ob¬ 
structionism. “By 
artificially padding 
their margin on this 
all-important tax 
writing committee,” 
Dannemeyer charged, 
“the Democratic 
leadership has put 
itself in position to 
thwart the will of the 
American people.” 

Dannemeyer went 
on to argue that the 
historical precedent 
for 23-12 control of the 
Ways and Means 
Committee is weak 
indeed. “For years, 
prior to 1975, the 
minority party always 
received 40% of the 
seats on the Ways and 
Means Committee,” 
explained Dan¬ 
nemeyer. “Also, it 
should be kept in mind 
that, in 1980, not only 
did Republican can¬ 
didates win 44% of the 
seats in the House of 
Representatives but, 
taken as a group, they 
outpolled Democratic 
Congressional can¬ 
didates nationwide. 
Unofficial returns 
gave Republicans 
49.84% of the 
congressional vote, 
compared to 49.15% for 
the Democrats.” 

If there are to be 35 
members on the Ways 
and Means Com¬ 
mittee,” continued the 
Fullerton lawmaker, 
“then both past 
practice and fair play 
suggest that at least 14 
(40%) of those seats 
should go to 
Republicans. The 
difference between 14 
and 12 could well mean 
the difference between 
success and failure for 
the tax cuts likely to be 
offered by the in¬ 
coming Reagan Ad¬ 
ministration. In effect, 
those cuts are in 
danger of being sand¬ 
bagged even before 
they are presented.” 

The fight over 
committee ratios came 
on the first day of the 
97th Congress. A 
Republican attempt to 
provide for a three-to- 
two split on the House 
Ways and Means 
Committee was 
defeated by a vote of

The baby’s mother, 
Anita, died four hours 
after the birth of the 
baby from hem- 
morrhaging. She had 
cancer of the jaw and 
underwent bloodless 
surgery at Esperanza 
Hospital several 
months before the 
baby was born.

pushed hard to cut 
processing delays. Our 
Board has allowed 
greater density to 
offset soaring land 
costs.

23.78 of the Placentia Municipal Code Pertaining to "Off-Street" Parking. (Amendment 
80/05) 

In summary, the above ordinance 

This ordinance clarifies and modifies Chapter 23.78 of the Placentia Municipal Code 
pertaining to "Off-Street" parking. Major changes include: 

1. Reduction of rquired parking in "C-2" to same as "C-l" (from eight spaces to six 
spaces per 1,000 square feet of floor area), since uses are very similar. 

2. Reduction of required parking for convalescent hospitals and rest homes from one 
space per two beds to one space per three and one-half beds. Retirement homes were 
added to this category. 

3. Deletion of the requirement for City Council to approve use of corports in lieu of 
garages in certain residential zones. 

4. Deletion of special parking requirements for certain uses, including banks, drive-in 
restaurants, heliports, general industries, automated industries, wholesaling and 
warehousing and general offices. Parking requirements are to be based on the underlying 
zone. 

5. Making parking requirements for "R-A" the same as "R-1." 

6. Parking space requirements-adding dimensions for recreational vehicle spaces and 
increase ninety degree aisle width for residential covered from twenty-five to twenty- 
eight feet to allow greater area for maneuvering into garages. 

7. Addition of parking requirements for Planned Unit Developments to the off-street 
parking chapter. Also increase of parking requirements for PUDs. Since PUDs frequently 
have narrow private streets and narrow lots, on-street parking is reduced or non-existent 
so more off-street parking is needed. 

Other minor organizational changes were included to clarify or to reflect present 
policies.
